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Seventieth  Annual  Report  of  Boston 

General  Hospital. 


The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  70th  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  two  years  ended  30th 
June,  1943.  From  the  statistics  shown  on  page  7  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  services  rendered  have  steadily  increased  and  developed. 


Honorary  Consultant  Staff. 

There  have  been  important  additions  to  the  services  available  at 
the  Hospital  by  the  appointment  of  two  Honorary  Consultants  to  the 
Staff.  Dr.  J.  W.  Brown’s  acceptance  of  the  appointment  of  Honorary 
Consultant  Physician,  and  his  regular  visits  to  the  Hospital  on  alternate 
Fridays  since  January,  1943,  have  made  it  possible  for  doctors  in  the 
district  to  obtain  for  patients  a  consultant’s  opinion  which  may  other¬ 
wise  involve  a  difficult  and  expensive  railway  journey. 

Dr.  Walker’s  appointment  as  Honorary  Consultant  Radio- 
Therapist  and  his  regular  visits  to  the  Hospital  on  alternate  Fridays 
provide  a  consultation  service  for  those  likely  to  benefit  from  treatment 
by  deep  X-ray  therapy.  Arrangements  are  made  for  this  treatment 
by  Dr.  Walker  with  the  expensive  equipment  installed  at  Scunthorpe 
by  the  Lincolnshire  Joint  Cancer  Committee  for  the  County.  The 
appointment  of  Mr.  C.  Newlyn  Smith  as  Honorary  Assistant 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  ensures  that  a  deputy  is  available  for  Mr.  Briggs. 


Equipment. 

The  new  X-ray  department  which  was  officially  opened  in 
August,  1941,  has  proved  of  immense  value  and  statistics  on  page  7 
will  show  that  full  use  is  made  of  the  apparatus  available.  The 
accommodation  is  not  ideal,  but  when  hostilities  have  ceased  the  Com¬ 
mittee  intend  to  remedy  this  disadvantage  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Committee  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  for  the  use  of 
the  professional  staff  various  items  of  modern  equipment  through  the 
generous  donations  received  from  various  individuals  and  Committees, 
including  a  Minnitts  Analgesic  Apparatus  for  the  Maternity  Wing  and 
an  Electrically  Heated  Instruments  Sterilizer  for  the  Operating 
Theatre. 
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Finance. 


A  glance  at  the  Revenue  Account  will  show  that  the  financial 
position  of  the  Hospital  is  not  unsatisfactory,  the  Income  and  Ex¬ 
penditure  for  the  two  years  being  :  — 

1941-42  1942-43

These  figures  compared  with  those  of  five  years  ago  indicate  the 
development  of  the  Hospital. 


Expenditure. 

There  is  a  general  increase  in  expenditure  due  not  only  to  ex¬ 
panding  services,  but  also  to  a  general  increase  in  costs,  purchase 
tax,  etc.  In  August,  1941,  the  Minister  of  Health  recommended  the 
adoption  of  an  improved  national  scale  of  salaries  for  nurses  and 
promised  to  assist  Institutions  by  contributing  half  the  additional 
cost.  This  was  an  interim  arrangement  pending  the  publication  of 
the  report  of  Lord  Rushcliffe's  Committee.  The  Committee  con¬ 
sidered  it  desirable  to  adopt  this  new  scale  as  from  August,  1941,  and 
subsequently  the  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  which 
came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1943.  This  involves  a  very  substantial 
increase  in  the  amount  expended  on  salaries,  even  when  allowance 
has  been  made  for  the  Ministry  Grant,  but  the  Committee  feel  that 
the  improvement  in  the  remuneration  and  conditions  of  the  nursing 
profession  on  a  national  basis  was  long  overdue. 


Income. 

The  Committee  are  deeply  grateful  to  those  who  have  maintained 
regular  support  by  subscriptions  and  organised  annual  functions, 
despite  the  many  claims  of  the  present  time. 

Boston  Benefit  Society  continues  to  send  substantial  contributions 
towards  the  cost  of  members  treated,  £4,700  being  received  in  the 
year  ended  June,  1942,  and  £4,900  in  the  year  ended  June,  1943. 
The  country  Hospital  Associations  have  also  continued  their  valuable 
contributions  towards  the  treatment  of  their  members.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  are  conscious  of  the  immense  amount  of  work  entailed  in 
collecting  these  sums  by  small  regular  contributions  and  deeply 
appreciate  the  voluntary  services  of  the  collectors  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Presidents  and  Honorary  Secretaries  of  the  Societies  and 
Associations.  The  members  of  the  Ladies  Hospital  Association  have 
also  maintained  their  valuable  help  through  collections  amounting 
to  £119/2/2  and  £119/8/6. 
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Legacies.

Building  Extension  Fund  Account. 

It  will  be  seen  that  donations  received  from  various  sources  have 
built  up  a  most  useful  sum  towards  the  cost  of  completing  the 
Unfinished  Wing  and  the  Committee  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
announce  that  this  work  which  is  obviously  close  to  the  hearts  of 
many,  may  be  undertaken  in  the  near  future. 


Gifts  in  Kind. 

Outstanding  under  this  heading  of  course  is  the  wonderful  work 
of  the  Ladies  Linen  Guild.  War-time  difficulties  seem  to  act  as  a 
spur  to  their  efforts  rather  than  as  a  brake.  During  the  two  years 
no  less  than  700  articles  have  been  provided,  and  grants 
amounting  to  £252/18/0  were  received  with  which  to  replace  the 
needs  of  the  linen  cupboard.  The  Wrangle  section  continues  to  main¬ 
tain  high  place  in  the  contribution  list. 

Despite  the  difficulties  of  transport  many  friends  have  made  an 
effort  to  send  gifts  of  vegetables  and  eggs  for  which  the  Committee 
are  most  grateful. 


Committees  and  Visitors. 

Various  developments  to  which  reference  has  been  made  have 
involved  a  considerable  amount  of  work  at  the  regularly  attended 
meetings  of  the  House  Committee  and  various  Sub-Committees 
formed  for  special  purposes. 

In  1941  Mr.  H.  C.  Bilton  resigned  on  leaving  the  district.  It  was 
with  regret  that  resignations  from  the  rota  of  House  Visitors  were 
received  from  Mrs.  Rice  and  Mrs.  Brown  who  have  taken  so  much 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  many  years.  The  Committee 
are  pleased  to  report  that  Mrs.  F.  Peck  and  Mrs.  Williamson  have 
agreed  to  act.  Both  these  ladies  are  already  known  for  their  work  for 
the  Hospital,  Mrs.  Peck  with  the  Linen  Guild  and  Mrs.  Williamson 
with  the  Boston  Benefit  Society. 
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Obituary. 

The  Hospital  suffered  a  grievous  loss  by  the  passing  of  its 
Honorary  Consulting  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  C.  W.  Pilcher,  on  the 
17th  July,  1943.  Dr.  Pilcher  rendered  most  valuable  service 
over  a  great  number  of  years  as  did  his  father  before  him,  and  much 
of  the  success  achieved  by  the  Hospital  was  a  result  of  his  sound 
judgment  and  advice  and  professional  skill.  It  is  a  source  of  great 
gratification  to  the  Committee  to  see  the  family  tradition  continued 
by  the  work  which  is  being  performed  by  Mr.  R.  E.  M.  Pilcher  and 
which  they  hope  will  be  available  to  the  Hospital  for  many  years  to 
come. 

The  Committee  also  greatly  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  B. 
F.  Rice,  who,  over  a  long  period,  was  an  active  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  had  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  always  at  heart.  The  large 
representative  attendances  at  the  Parish  Church  at  the  Memorial 
services  to  Dr.  Pilcher  and  Mr.  Rice  bear  witness  to  the  widespread 
esteem  in  which  they  were  held. 

The  Committee  suffered  a  further  loss  in  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
J.  Beanland,  who  was  a  member  of  the  General  Committee  for 
many  years. 


Staff. 

The  Committee  once  again  desire  to  record  their  sincere  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  untiring  services  of  the  Honorary  Consultant  and  Visiting 
Staffs. 

In  February,  1943,  Mr.  A.  Lawther  resigned  the  appointment  of 
Secretary  on  accepting  a  post  at  Scunthorpe  and  was  succeeded  at  the 
end  of  April  by  Miss  B.  Haines,  who  has  had  previous  Hospital 
experience. 

In  common  with  other  Institutions  there  have  been  occasions 
when  a  shortage  of  staff  has  been  a  major  problem,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  extend  their  thanks  to  the  Hospital  Staff  who  made  additional 
efforts  to  see  that  the  work  was  not  affected. 


Conclusion. 

The  Minister  of  Supply  has  requested  that  Annual  Reports  of 
hospitals  should  be  confined  within  certain  limits  and  this  report  is 
drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated.  The  Committee  look  forward  to  the 
time  when  it  will  be  possible  to  supply  to  the  friends  of  the  Hospital 
details  of  its  ever  developing  work  and  of  the  sources  from  which 
income  to  make  the  work  possible  has  been  received.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  lists  will  be  available  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  in  the 
Secretary’s  Office  at  the  Hospital  thereafter. 

The  Committee  wish  to  convey  their  gratitude  to  all  those  who 
have  contributed  to  the  present  satisfactory  position  by  generous 
financial  help,  gifts  in  kind,  or  voluntary  services.  This  practical 
help  received  from  every  section  of  the  community,  and  expressed 
and  received  in  a  multitude  of  different  forms  is  an  encouragement 
and  inspiration  to  the  Committee.
